7 chimney fires, 1 car fire, 2 calls to rubbish on fire, 1 call to the rubbish bins 
on fire outside the Windmill Centre, 1 underground fire at Ardley tip, 5 false 
alarms with good intent, 2 false alarm electrical defects, and 4 calls to stand by 
at other stations. This brings the total number of calls so far this year to 41. 
ANNUAL DINNER On Friday 21 February we held our Annual Dinner and Dance at The 
Crumpled Horn, Heathfield. 60 fire service personnel and friends attended and a 
very good time was had by all. Once again we had an excellent meal and enjoyed 
ourselves dancing to the music of Bumble B Disco, 

RECRUITMENT I haven't mentioned recruiting for a couple of months. I know I 
reported that we now had 6 people giving cover in the daytime. But this is still 
not enough. At the time of writing one person is off sick and another on holiday. 
This brings us down to a crew of 4, the minimum, so we could still take another 


2 people who could give day cover or 24 hour cover.

NEWS FROM HEMPTON 


"DAWN CHORUS" For some weeks now late sleepers have been roused, not by birdsong, 

but a barrage of explosions aimed at driving our feathered friends from their 

breakfast time depredations in the fields. Frequent detonations during the day, 

each followed by its reverberating echoes repeating back and forth across the 

valley, sound for all the world like the opening shots in a Royal Salute at the 

. or in Hyde Park, Many Happy Returns, your Majesty - and you lot - keep off 
e corn! 


Throughout recent years the “Friends” Committee have been collecting funds for 
overdue repairs and improvements to safegard the structure of St John's Church and 
improve the comfort and usefulness of the building. In particular, money has been 
collected in anticipation of the fitting of a damp course. 


Through the offices of the Deddington PCC and the Parish architect, Mr Michael 
Clews, an estimate has been prepared. The work would cost about £1500, would 
include the removal of rotten plaster destroyed by the rising damp, and its 
replacement once the damp course was fitted. Subsequent decoration was to be 
carried out by local working parties. Also Deddington Parish Council have made it 
clear that any improvements to the Parish Room, for which application has been made 
for substantial funding from the "Village Million”, could not proceed until the 
damp course is installed. 


So far so good; general agreement and money in the bank to fund the work. Imagine 
the frustration for all concerned when the Diocesan Advisory Committee decided - 
apparently without so far having visited Hempton Church ~ that the first priority 
should be the fitting of gutters - and cast iron gutters at that - at a further 
cost of £1500, With the generous overhang of the eaves, gutters have never been 
thought necessary for the last 140 years. They would also substantially affect the 
look of the church. With prices liable to rise, and the agreement of the PCC, the 
"Friends" and Mr Clews that the damp course should be first item to be tackled, we 
hope that the matter can be resolved speedily. 


On a more positive note, we have received letters of thanks from "Feed the 
Children” and “Help the Aged" who shared equally the £94 Carol service collection. 


The monthly Evensong (4th Sunday, 6 pm) continues to attract people from Hempton, 
Deddington and elsewhere. Evening services are rather an endangered species so it 
is pleasing to think that Hempton is meeting a need. Next time, Sunday 22 March, we 
shall be joined by the Deddington Choir ~ but there will still be room for others 
to join us. You will be very welcome. 


A fund raising and social event is being planned - more details next month. 


Thanks to those who have worked so hard in cleaning and decorating St John's. We 
look forward to Easter and the sharing of the Easter light, April 18/19.

DEDDINGTON MUSEUM - a progress report by Bill Hunt 


The following have donated items since my last report. 

MR JOHN CHENEY - an Emberlin’s Paper Mills account for goods supplied to Thomas 
Cheney in 1820. Thomas died before the account was paid and the receipt dated 

30 May 1821 shows that payment was made by his widow Esther who took over the. 
printing business. This receipt contains an embossed three pence stamp. Also a 
programme of a concert given by the members of the Deddington & Bloxham Brass Band 
in the Infant School Room, Church Street, Deddington on 17 February 1846. 

MR FRED DEELY - three old photographs, one of the old thatched pavilion which was 
sited in Deddington Castle grounds plus @ view of Deddington Church and part of the 
Churchyard, one of Deddington's 1923 football team and one of Deddington Castle 
Bowls Club members taken in 1927, the year the Club won the Bradshaw Cup. Fred who 
appears on both the football and the bowls photographs is the only memnber of the 
teams who is still living. 

MR DAVID HOOD - a receipt dated 28th March 1896 which relates to No 5 Cottage, 
Garden and Hovel, Hempton, which George Dancer agreed to rent for 1/6 per week to 
Thomas Parish. How values have changed! 

THE PAROCHIAL CHURCH COUNCIL - a number of old implements which have been stored in 
the crypt for many years. Included is one of the metal fire guards which stood in 
front of open fires, 

MRS MARY ROBINSON - an extensive collection of photographs, many of which have been 
enlarged - some having been taken from old photographs which are still in the 
possession of residents plus a number taken by Mrs Robinson of various parts of 
Deddington as they were in 1970s. 

Also a large quantity of advertising material, bills, posters etc connected with 
businesses which have operated in Deddington at various periods in the past. 

We are extremely grateful to all these donors. 


When the Trustees of Deddington Charity Estates first conceived the idea of a 
museum in the Town Hall, they realised that if it was accepted by the residents, 
their - that is the Trustees’ - knowledge of museums was far too sparse and would 
require to be considerably augmented. In the event the venture has met with the 
approval of many residents and a number have volunteered to assist in various ways. 
One suggestion is that a body called (say) Friends of Deddington Town Hall or 
Friends of Deddington Museum be established and the proposal gives great pleasure 
to the Trustees. It is hoped that such a body would be representative of all 
aspects of the village including Deddington Parish Council. Readers are asked to 
contact Ron Canning (38070), Eddie Lines (38633), Rev Kenneth Reeves (38329), 

Bob Stevens (38305) or me (38157) not only if they have any items to lend or donate 
but also if they are prepared to assist in any way shape or form. The intention is 
to call a public meeting - probably on a date in April - to decide the better way 
to proceed to make the venture worthy of Deddington, and, hopefully one that will 
receive favourable comment over a much wider area,

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THE WAY WE WERE 
DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO - by Buffy Heywood 


In the following extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley we read of a 
case of small pox at his daughter's school. During the month he is having the study 
and bedroom above built on at the Manor and a new oak staircase — made in 
Franklin's workshops - installed. 


22ND FEBRUARY ~ Heard from Lord Eldon's Uncle, Mr Ridley, of University College, 
asking me to vote for a Mr Twiss of that College as a Candidate for Professorship 
of Political Economy ~ answered it in the affirmative conditionally - if not a 
radical I would vote for him. ; 


24TH FEBRUARY - We heard from Miss Roberts at Brighton announcing that one of her 
pupils had left her house yesterday week very ill, and sad to say as it now appears 
with the small pox, She had had all her pupils re-vaccinated - and reported our 
dearest Betsy as quite well ~ up to this time. She had also taken other precautions 
by which the medical man said all danger of infection was removed, 


28TH FEBRUARY - Attended the Courts of Justice in Oxford - 60 prisoners for trial 
mostly for petty offences. I had 3 cases in the calender, one for house stealing in 
which prisoner was acquitted, two others where the prisoners were convicted and 
sentenced to 12 months imprisonment each. 


STH MARCH _ Presented the Parish with a new Bible and Prayer Book for the use of 
the Church. 


8TH MARCH - Franklin's men commenced their operations towards putting up our new 
staircase. Oxford steeple chase today at a place called Yarnton, 


10TH MARCH ~ Granted @ summons to a servant from Milcomb who had been dismissed 
without payment of her proper wages by her Master ~- another person applied also (a 
labourer) for a summons against the same man for stopping his pay for a certain job 
of hedge cutting to the amount of 5/3d. 


25TH MARCH ~ GOOD FRIDAY AND LADY DAY. Church at 11 o'clock (and 6 o'clock), a good 
congregation on the whole, much better than when I first came to Deddington 


THE CASTLE GROUNDS AROUND 1920 ~- by Lily Hill 


The grassy banks of the Castle Grounds would be a mass of buttercups, daisies and 
clover and we girls would sit and bedeck ourselves in daisy chains and when we 
tired of that we'd go to the top of the banks and roll down them Boys were often 
on the other side of the banks climbing trees and playing around as boys usually 
do. 


The Annual Flower Show was held there and that was quite an event with the 
Fairground a very big attraction, plus sports and to round off the day a Dance in 
the ‘Flower Show’ tent in the evening. I had very much hoped to hear more from Fred 
Deely about that 'big day’ in our lives as his memories go back farther than mine 
by about 10 years. [ANY CHANCE OF ANOTHER MEMORY OR TWO, FRED? - EDS] 


Then of course the bowling green was there, also a football pitch, and how I 
enjoyed Saturday afternoons watching the match when Deddington played at home, as 
two of my brothers were in the team. I don’t remember seeing cricket played there 
but the old cricket pavilion stood there for many years, [SEE MUSEUM REPORT PAGE 7] 


In the autumn particularly, many of we children could be found with our baskets, 
walking round the moat collecting fallen dead-wood as of course it was coal and 
wood fires in those days. (MORE FROM — HILL NEXT MONTH ~ EDS]
